The C hinese Im m ig ra tio n Q u estion . 


W a s h in g t o n , January 2 4 th .— Senators 
Miller, Edmunds, Pendletun and H ill of 
Georgia, the sub-committee on the subject of 
Chinese immigration, to-day completed their 
consideration of the subject, and reported a 
bill to the full Committee on Foreign Rela­ 
tions. 
I t was partially discussed by the full 
committee up to 12 o’clock, when the Senate 
assembled aud the committee adjourned until 
Thursday morning, at which time a measure 
will doubtless be agreed upon for report to 
the Senate. 
The Bub-committee, as hereto­ 
fore stated, have been working on the basis of 
Senator M iller’s bill. 
They have made a 
number 
of 
changes in 
its phraseology, 
iu order 
to 
keep 
strictly 
within 
the 
letter of the treaty, and some 
of the 
details of its machinery are altered, but its 
general scope and main features have net 
been m aterially changed by the sub-commit­ 
tee, and from present appearances their re­ 
port is likely to be accepted by the full 
committee with a very few additional amend­ 
ments. 
The Chinese immigration bill intro­ 
duced in the House of Representatives yes­ 
terday by W illis of Kentucky will probably 
be adopted in most respects by the Committee 
on Education 
aud 
Labor, which meets 
to-morrow to take 
action on 
this sub­ 
ject. 
I t 
was 
framed 
by 
WiUis 
after a careful study of tbe bills previously 
introduced in connection with the text of the 
treaty and the documents which accompanied 
the treaty when it was sent to the Senate for 
ratification. 
Willis, in order to conform to 
the treaty stipulation th at the immigration of 
Chinese laborers may be regulated, limited or 
suspendsd, but not absolutely prohibited, 
inserted a 
provision 
in 
his 
bill 
that 
not more 
than 
five Chiuese 
laborers 
should be admitted on 
any one vessel. 
He has -to-day, however, concluded that this 
might open the door for fraud, and will to­ 
morrow ask the committee to strike this 
out and provide that the comiüg of Chinese 
laborers shall be suspended for a period of, 
say, twenty-five yearB. 
His idea is, of course, 
that by thus kteping within the letter of the 
treaty there will be no chance for disputing 
tho validity cf the proposed laV, and that 
before tho period of suspension expires it 
may readily be extended. 
The hill includes 
the main provisions of M iller’s bill in regard 
to the requirements for certificates from the 
Government ot China and from our Consuls 
at ports of departure, identifj icg the Gui­ 
ñase immigrants and showing that they be­ 
long to the excepted classes; but in regard 
to registration aud inspection in this coun­ 
try, he proposes to leave the details to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, under certain 
general requirements, and a specification that 
oaths m ust be exacted and §5 charged for 
each certificate of registry.

W a s h in g t o n , January 24th.— The bill 
pa sed for the relief of Sirs. Lincoln. 
[The 
bill appropriates §15,000 for immediate re­ 
lief, and increases her pension to §5,000 per 
annum from the passage of the bill.] 
Teller introduced a j >int resolution declar­ 
ing forfeited, so fa rss the same have not been 
earned by the fulfillment of their conditions, 
the land grants to twenty-two railroads, enu­ 
merated as by bill, including the Northern 
Pacific, A tlantic and Pacific and Texas P a­ 
cific. 
The estimated 
quantity of lands 
granted to each of these is set forth in the 
bill, respectively 47,000,000, 42,000,000 and 
18,000,000 acres. 
Jam es W . McDill, of Iowa, as Senator for 
the unexpired term, was sworn in, and the 
credentials of -James E. W ilson, Senator from 
Iowa fur tbe six years beginning on the 4th 
of M arch, 1883, were placed on file. 
Consideration of the three per cent, bond 
bill was resumed. 
Call opposed the bill. 
Bayard regarded Vest’s amendment unwise 
and unnecessary, in view of Secretary W in- 
dom’s successful operations, which he re­ 
garded legal. 
Beck favored V est's 
amendment, 
and 
Plum b’s, limiting the greenback redemption 
fund to S100.000,000, but would prefer to limit 
it to half th at amount. 
If the revenues so 
greatly exceed expenses the tariff should be 
reduced.

F oreign F in an ce.

amount of bullion withdrawn from the Bank 
of England on balance to-day was £75,000, 
all of which was shipped to Paris. 
Business on the Stock Exchange closed 
very flat, because of the higher Bank of Eng­ 
land rate of discount and dearer money. 
New Y ork, January 24th.—The Telegram's 
Paris dispatch says : A fter m ature delibera­ 
tion a powerful syndicate of Paris bankers, 
conspicuous among whom are the Rothschilds, 
have determined to come to the relief cf the em­ 
barrassed Union Generaie. 
Stringent condi­ 
tions have been imposed, at the Rothschilds’ 
special demand, to prevent any abuse being 
made of the assistance. 
Scene iu tlie G erm an P a rlia m en t. 
B erlin, January 24th.—In the Reichstag 
to-day, during the debate on the budget, a 
discussion arose conceri ing the late Imperial 
rescript. 
Bismarck said it did not aim at the 
new Constitution. The maxim of “ The King 
reigns, but does not govern,” did not apply to 
the German Emperor. 
The ministerial re­ 
sponsibility wa3 equally absurd. H e declared 
th at the rescript remains unshaken by the a t­ 
tacks upon it. 
He was fully aware of his re­ 
sponsibility in signing it, and he was answera­ 
ble for all his acts to his sovereign. 
“ I t was 
to the sovereign,” he said, “and not to Parlia­ 
ment, that Germany owed the freedom she 
enjoyed.” 
Bismarck asked whether any one 
could reproach him with cowardice. 
There 
was a great uproar upon the Left, when Bis­ 
marck stepped forward and repeated the in­ 
quiry, saying, “ Is there one among you who 
will bring such a charge ?” 
The F rench Crisis. 
P a ris, January 24th.—I t is believed in 
Parliam entary circles th at both the Chamber 
of Deputies and the Senate will accept the 
principle of revision of tho Constitution by a 
Congress,- and G am betta in this event will 
relinquish for the present his demand for in­ 
scribing the scrutin de liste ia the Constitu­ 
tion, reserving to himself the right of bring­ 
ing the question before the Congress. 
The 
Republique Francaise, 
G am betta’s organ 
favors such a compromise. 
In committee on 
the treaties of commerce, it was argued that if 
it should become necessary to prolong the 
French treaty, the Government should not 
ask the Chamber of Deputies to authorize 
the continuation of the treaty- until after the 
term ination of the present crisis. 
P erm ission R efu sed . 
Dublin, January 24th.—The Lord Lieu­ 
tenant of Ireland has refused to permit the 
presentaOon of tbe fretdom of the city to 
Parnell and Dillon when they leave Kilmain- 
ham jail. 
Serious D istu rb an ce tn R u ssia. 
St. P etersburg, January 24ch.—A very 
serious disturbance and the destruction of 
much property has occurred near Drinaburg, 
in the government of Vitebsk, owing to the 
objection of the peasants to the taking of the 
census, they even for a time resisting the 
troops. 
South A m erican News. 
P anama, January 13th.—News from South 
America is meager and unimportant. 
Trescott and Blaine had arrived at Callao, 
End after the steamer coaled, sailed again. 
There has been at revolution ia Yea, where 
the cavalry tried to turn out a celebrated P re­ 
fect. 
The effort failed, and eight of the men 
were shot. 
General Carrala, the well-known revolu­ 
tionist, has raised a revolution in Cochabam­ 
ba against Campero. 
Two hundred cavalry 
and a hundred infantry had been eent to 
quell the movement from La Paz, the Capi­ 
tal, to which city Campero had returned with 
the troops with which it was believed a few 
weeks ago th at he had intended effecting a 
descent on Tasspach.

The cultivation of the cassava root is 
attracting the attention of California farm ­ 
ers. I t is said to be more profitable to grow 
cassava than corn. 
Cassava flourishes in 
m oist bottom land. 
I t is grown for tho 
purpose of furnishing glucose, a substance 
now extensively used in the m anufacture 
of beer and as a substitute for honey and 
sugar. 
The figures given are as follows : 
Corn yields th irty pounds of glucose to the 
bushel ; cassava yields about the same 
am ount per bushel. B ut a corn crop ranges 
from th irty to sixty bushels to the acre, 
while a cassava crop is often tw enty tons. 
So the yield of glucose from an acre of cas­ 
sava would be nearly ten tim es greater 
than from an acre of corn. 
The quality is 
superior.—[M arysville Appeal. 
Some years ago a num ber of people living 
in this part of the county planted a p art of 
th eir land w ith grapevines. In no instance 
th a t we have heard of did each fail to get a 
good crop. 
B at there was no m arket, 
either for grapes, wine or brandy. 
In a 
short tim e the ground was p ut to other 
uses and the vines rooted up. 
B ut w ithin 
the past tw o years grapes have been the 
m ost profitable crop th a t could be raised 
in this p art of the county. 
The ground 
seems to be especially adapted to this pro­ 
duction, and now th at a ready m arket ex­ 
ists for every pound of grapes th at can be 
raised, grape land is becoming valuable and 
is being sought after. 
S:ill there are thou­ 
sands of acres of as good grape lands aa the 
sunshines upon w ithin ten miles of Oroville 
th a t can be had for from $5 to §15 per 
acre, and some th a t costs little more than 
G overnm ent prices.—[Oroville M ercury. 


One of th e results of the high w ind of 
last week was tbe destruction of the 
famous “ Gold of O phir ” rose-tree growing 
upon th e farm of Mr. M addox, of Green 
Valley. 
I t had more than a State reputa­ 
tion, paragraphs concerning it having sev­ 
eral years ago gone the rounds of the 
Eastern press. 
The stem was tw enty.six 
inches ia circnmfeience, and the shrub 
itself had grown over and around an oak 
fiity feet high, only stopping in its upw ard 
progress from lack of som ething to clim b 
upon.

flowers, form ing an object of alm ost inde­ 
scribable beauty and splendor.

w ind partially uprooted the supporting 
oak, w ent to considerable expense to restore 
it to its upright position. 
But tb e recent 
injury was irrem ediable, and lovers of Aha 
beautiful in natnre have to regret the loss 
of one of the loveliest specimens of her 
handiwork.—[Sonoma Democrat.

T he R etu rn ed C hinese Stu d en ts- 
Chica< ), 
January 24!h.—The 
Times’ 
H artford special says: 
There have been 
conflicting reports regarding the treatm ent 
of the Chinese students, who were ordered 
home eeveral months ago. 
A letter ju st re­ 
ceived from one of the brightest of the boys, 
who was in the headquarters of H artford, 
says that upon reaching Shanghai the stu­ 
dents were treated very coolly, placed in a 
damp, dirty school-house, the doors to which 
were nailed up, with the exception of the 
front entrance, which was guarded by sol­ 
diers. 
Even those who had homes were not 
permitted to go outside. 
There they stayed 
two weeks, when by tho intercession of influ­ 
ential friends they were permitted to live else­ 
where. They are divided into three sections, 
ten remaining ,t Shanghai, twenty-seven go­ 
ing to Tientsin, ar.d eleven to Eoo Chow. 
The writer of the letter is one of the Tientsin 
company, who are 
engaged in 
different 
studies. 
Ho says the sehool-house they occu­ 
py is surrounded by a high mud wall and 
several canals. 
The boys are not allowed to 
go outside tho wall or even visit their friends 
in another school, which is in the same in­ 
closure. 
The whole situation is decidedly 
prison-like. 
There was some expectation at 
the time the letter was written that more 
freedom would soon be permitted. 
R elics o f th e W ar a t C h lcigo. 
Chicago, J&nnary 24th.—Some thre* weeks 
ago nine mysterious coffins ef rude pattern 
were accidentally unearthed near the corner 
cf Vernon avenue aud Thirty-fourth ttreet, 
as workmen were excavating for a new build­ 
ing.

THE 
WILLIS 
CHINESE 
BILL, 


The Willis Chinese Immigration bill de­ 
clares it unlawful for Chinese laborers to 
come into or reside in the United States ; 
provides that the Chinese (apparently ex­ 
cepting laboren) who were in the country 
on the 17th of November, 1SS0, shall he 
permitted to go or stay as they please, and 
shall be accorded “ the most favored na- 
“ tion ” privileges ; instructs the Secretary 
of the Treasury to have all the Chinese re­ 
ferred to in the second section registered, 
at a charge of five dollars; and provides 
that 11 masters of vessels cannot carry a 
“ greater number than five Chinese labor- 
“ er3 to the United States, under penalty 
“ of a fine of $500, and imprisonment for 
“ one year.’' There are several anomalies 
in the bill as reported. 
In the first place, 
the first section declares that no Chinese 
laborers shall be allowed to come into the 
country ; but the third section permits 
masters of vessels to bring Chinese labor­ 
ers five at a time. 
Now if the first section 
means anything, the third nullifies it, and 
vice versa. 
Certainly the two provisions 
are not compatible. Again, the bill pro­ 
vides that the Chinese now in the country 
shall be entitled to all the privileges ac­ 
corded the most favored nations. 
But im­ 
mediately after this it provides that they 
shall all he made to pay a registration tax of 
five dollars. 
It is evident that either the 
Same treatment wonld have to be ex­ 
tended te all foreigners to whom the 
most favored nation clause applied, or it 
could not be applied to the Chinese. 
Such a registration law would constitute 
an unmistakably' invidious distinction in 
their case, and we think there can be no 
question that it would be in contravention 
of the treaty stipulations between the 
United States and China. 
A similar ob­ 
jection indeed may apply to the first 
section of the bill, though it is more prob­ 
able that that section would fail through 
the impracticability' of ascertaining who 
were or were not “ laborers.” If laborers 
are excluded by law, it does not follow 
that the Chinese will- cease to come here, 
but it is certain that none of those who 
wish to come will represent themselves to 
be laborers. 
And in the case of a people 
who dress so much alike, and who, to 
foreign eyes, seem to bear so close a re­ 
semblance to one another, it would be 
found almost impossible to detect imposi­ 
tions practiced in this way. 
On the whole 
we are afraid that this bill of Mr. Willis is 
not the model anti-Chinese bill which, like 
the ideal American novel, appears to be so 
long a time in coming, and is awaited so 
eagerly and impatiently. 


ClNNOS’S 
CASS. 


The indications now are that the House 
Committee to which the subject was re­ 
ferred will report iu favor of admitting 
Cannon to a seat. 
It is difficult to per­ 
ceive what other conclusion the committee 
can come to so far as his political qualifica­ 
tions are concerned. 
The question of his 
naturalization has already been decided 
by one Congress in his favor. 
Of his 
election no possible doubt 
can 
exist. 
Nothing is more certain than that Gov­ 
ernor Murray acted without color of law in 
refusing him a certificate, and in giving 
one to Campbell. 
Of course this has 
nothing to do with the question of his 
polygamy. 
This latter is a question which 
the House must consider from quite a dif­ 
ferent standpoint. 
No doubt it can refuse 
him his seat upon the Rround that he is a 
systematic law-breaker in that respect, 
but whether it will have the courage to 
adopt that position we think very doubtful, 


At last there is evidence of a quite gen­ 
eral popular agitation against polygamy. 
Mass meetings were simultaneously held 
iu several cities on Monday evening, and 
resolutions were adopted calling upcn 
Congress to deal with the question at once. 
Tnere may be an inner side to this move­ 
ment which has a closer connection with 
politics than with morals, but it is never­ 
theless the one form of agitation which 
Congress cannot resist. 
Of course the ex­ 
pression of a popular demand docs not 
make the work to be done less difficult, 
and perhaps it might have been as well 
that some of the fervent opponents of 
Mormon polygamy had not undertaken to 
formulate their position quite so distinctly. 
For instance, the fourth resolution adopted 
at the Chicago meeting contains, when 
analyzed, and divested of verbiage, the 
following anomalous proposition : “ Re­ 
so lv ed , That while disavowing any pur- 
“ pose of interfering with the religious 
“ rights and liberty of the Mormons, we 
“ demand that the central figure of their 
“ religion be extirpated.” This is a very 
remarkable proposition, but it is moat un­ 
questionably in the resolution cited. 
The 
embarrassment which leads to such incon­ 
gruities may be traced to the extreme diffi­ 
culty, even in these days, of drawing a 
well-defined line between the permissible 
and the non-permissible, where religious 
opinions are concerned. 
Poly’gamy is very 
plainly illegal in all parts of the United 
States, and it cannot be legalized by adopt­ 
ing it as one of the tenets of a religious 
creed. 
But, on the other hand, the term 
religious liberty has been given a very 
broad interpretation in this country, and 
the feeling in favor of the utmost toleration 
ha3 been so general and strong for many 
year3 that when men are confronted with a 
ease of this kind they find themselves ex­ 
ceedingly perplexed- 
It might be said that the best way to set­ 
tle such a matter would be to declare at 
once that whatever religious observances, 
or quasi-religious observances, conflict with 
the laws, must be abandoned. 
But to take 
that position would be to put in the hands 
of the irreligious a power which would ena­ 
ble them to legislate religion out of exist­ 
ence. 
Outside of Utah, and even there 
outside of one party in the Mormon Church, 
polygamy is universally condemned in this 
country ; but it is becoming plainer every 
day that in order to get rid of it the ques­ 
tion of religious liberty will have to be 
shelved for a time, or that question will 
prove very embarrassing. 
Polygamy may 
be regarded as the opposite pole from Celi­ 
bacy. 
There are many good men and 
women who believe that to devote young 
girls to a celibate life is altogether wrcng. 
But there 
are many 
good men 
and 
women who hold that such a life is the 
most exalted that can be chosen, and no 
attempt is made to interfere with such 
disposition of those who believe that a 
recluse existence will suit them best. 
The Mormons go to the opposite extreme. 
Instead of preaching celibacy they preach 
plural marriages, and they pretend to base 
their doctrine on religious grounds. 
Thus 
if we once get entangled in the meshes of 
the religious liberty question we shall find 
it very difficult to reach a rational justifi­ 
cation for the suppression of polygamy. 
Yet there certainly is a rational justifica­ 
tion for that measure, and the way to reach 
it is by a substitution of State and Social 
for religious considerations. 
Polygamy is repugnant to the form of 
civilization which has obtained iu this 
country. 
It is an exotic, which has never 
flourished save among Oriental races con­ 
temporaneously with any stage of posi­ 
tive enlightenment. 
It is no doubt true 
that both polygamy and polyandry existed 
at one time in many parts of Europe, but 
that was when Europe was peopled by 
barbarians. 
The family is the unit of 
Anglo-Saxon civilization, and polygamy 
therefore changes the whole system. 
It is 
a more potent agency for building up an 
entirely alien community than any other 
that could be named. 
It destroys the 
home at one blow. 
It deprives the chil­ 
dren of that fostering parental care which 
is so indispensable to progress. 
It de­ 
grades woman hopelessly, outrages her 
most powerful tendencies, denies to her 
that completeness and absoluteness of 
marital love and sovereignty which is her 
right, disturbs all her social functions, and 
brutalizes her by enforced familiarity with 
a system which is neither more nor less 
than open concubinage. 
The Mormons 
have always tried to defend themselves on 
this head by citiDg the prevalence of pros­ 
titution in monogamic communities. 
But 
the parallel cannot be shown. 
Prostitu­ 
tion is an admitted evil. 
It exists, but it 
is branded. 
It is practiced, but under 
terrible penalties. 
And at all events it is 
never flaunted in the faces of virtuous 
wives, nor are they compelled to descend 
to its level. 
That argument, therefore, 
has no force. 
The evils of polygamy are so manifold 
socially, moreover, that the Mormons have 
found it impossible, save by the exercise of 
brute force, to make educated women sub­ 
mit to it. They have been compelled to 
seek among the most uncivilized and un­ 
educated of the lowest classes of Europe 
for recruits to their system. 
They have 
been obliged to go to communities where 
morality is virtually unknown, to find 
women who were willing to consent to the 
degradation proffered them. 
And thus 
they have hastened the descent of their 
own system, for they have gradually been 
abandoned by all the more intelligent 
members of their Church, excepting the 
few who saw the means of aggrandize, 
ment in adhering to the Church, and they 
have injured their common country by in­ 
troducing to it a class of immigrants whose 
dense ignorance makes them the easy prey 
of every plausible and fluent knave, whether 
in religion or politics. 
The knowledge 
that their whole system was antagonistic 
to that of the United States has also made 
them rebels at heart. 
They are thus be­ 
come a festering sore upon the body politic, 
and they ought to bs dealt with sternly 
and promptly, and without the least regard 
to their pretenses of religious authority for 
the customs they have adopted. 
To leave 
any part of the decision within their juris­ 
diction would be absurd. 
They should be 
treated as if they were in rebellion against 
the United States. 
They should be de­ 
prived of all political power : be disfran­ 
chised, disqualified for jury duty, made 
ineligible to hold any public office, and 
then pursued criminally as regards their 
concubinage system, until it has been 
rooted out. 
Absolutism does do a few 
things better than Democracy. 
It wonld 
have so dealt with this Mormon cancer 
that the knife would only have had to be 
applied once. 


USELESS 
TERGIVERSATION. 


The shameless Chronicle, though con­ 
victed of the most deliberate falsehood in 
its statements concerning Mr. Sargent and 
the Sobrante case, still struggles to show 
the same front to the public, and reiterates 
the lies which a dozen settlers have ex­ 


posed one by one. 
Nothing is more cer­ 
tain than that Mr. Sargeut has been 
engaged on the side of the bona fide 
settlers, and against the land-thieves, 
represented 
by H. 
Carpentier. 
The 
Chronicle, however, has sought to deceive 
the public by asserting that he filed a 
brief with F. A. Hyde, of the firm of 
Mullan A Hyde, who are laud attorneys. 
This Í3 how a soldier settler settles the 
Chronicle on that point, in a letter to the 
Call: “ The Chronicle well knows that 
“ Mr. Sargent is not so associated (with 
“ Hyde). 
Mr. Sargent filed a brief with 
“ F. A. Hyde, defending the Del Hambre 
“ Rancho from the same rapacious Carpen- 
“ tier et al. 
The 
Del Hambre 
was 
“ patented long ago to one Theodore Sota, 
“ and had nothing to do with the Sobrante 
“ case, farther than that Carpentier et al. 
“ tried to float their Sobrante over it.” 
Of course the Chronicle knew that it was 
lying, but it had been hired to do the dirty 
work, and it was going to fulfill its engage­ 
ment, no matter how the truth suffered. 
And yet it seems hardly worth the while 
of even sueh a paper to voluntarily bemire 
itself in th¡3 way when the absolute im­ 
possibility of sustaining the position it has 
taken is patent to everyone.

THE 
JEANNETTE 
SEARCH. 


The latest dispatches from the Lena show 
that a great deal remains to be done in re­ 
gard to the rescue of the crew of the Jean­ 
nette. 
Nothing has been heard from Lieu­ 
tenant De Long and his party, or from the 
people of the other boat. 
Thus two-thirds 
of the crew are still practically unac­ 
counted for, since though the first accounts 
represented De Long and his party as hav­ 
ing been picked up at the north mouth of 
the Lena, nothing lias been received sub­ 
sequently in confirmation of that report. 
This sustained silence on the part of the 
leader of the expedition appears to us to 
be ominous. 
Had he been in a condition 
to travel, or even to dispatch a message, he 
would almost certainly have succeeded in 
communieating with his friends before this. 
The suppesition at first was that he had 
fallen in with a village of natives, who 
wonld supply him with provisions. 
Some 
positive' news 
concerning him would 
seem 
to have 
been 
received 
before 
the first dispatches were sent off, bat 
since then a new cloud of obscurity 
has settled over him. 
If it was then 
known that he was at the northern mouth 
of the Lena, why should it be necessary 
to search for him '! If he was safe at the 
northern mouth of the Lena, why could he 
not send any message 1 All these consider­ 
ations are discouraging, and we greatly 
fear that the worst has yet to be learned 
concerning this most ill-fated expedition. 
It went forth so confidently, and so well- 
equipped, and it never succeeded in extri­ 
cating itself from the icy arms which were 
thrown around the ship within a month of 
the time she was last spoken. 
Thus, for a 
year and three-quarters nearly, she drifted 
slowly, and then it was found necessary to 
abandon her. 
She carried the flag no far­ 
ther north. 
She seems to have .made no 
discoveries of aDy kind. 
She was in fact 
as uselessly employed during all these 
months as though she had been laid up in 
dock at San Franciscc. 
All that the ex­ 
pedition has made is a record of terrible 
suffering, and of the actual extent of that 
we have as yet 
only the most frag, 
mentary account. 
The 
probability is 
that those of the crew and officers who 
reached land were then almost dead of 
cold, confinement, and scarcity of food. 
Some, like Danenhauer, were blinded by 
the snow-glare. 
Others were dangerously 
frost-bitten. 
And even when they had 
reached land they would have very little to 
depend on hut seal and walrus meat and 
blubber, with perhaps an occasional taste 
of whale meat. 
In short their depriva­ 
tions must have been so great that it will 
be very remarkable if all of them return to 
civilization. 
We hope for the best in 
the case of the gallant commander ; hut we 
must confess that the news thus far re­ 
ceived concerning him and his boat’s crew 
is not reassuring, while the absence of all 
intelligence regarding the crew of the third 
boat is really almost equivalent to knowl­ 
edge of their death. 


ROBINSON'S 
HIGHER 
GROUND. 


Congressman Orth, of Indiana, having 
reported from the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs a resolution requesting the Presi­ 
dent to obtain from the British Government 
an account of all American citizens under 
arrest or imprisonment in Great Britain, 
Congressman Robinson, of New York, said 
that “ be was going to move an amendment 
“ to that report, and was going to take 
“ higher ground than was there taken. Not 
“ only had the United States a right to in- 
“ terfere on behalf of American citizens in 
“ British prisons, but it had the right and 
“ it was its duty to demand the release of 
“ the members of Parliament elected by 
“ the people of Great Britain, and whom 
“ the British Government had imprisoned.” 
All of which shows that Congressman 
Robinson must have been chosen by his 
constituents for some other reason than 
because of his superior intelligence. 
In 
the first place the United States has cot 
the right to “ interfere ” on behalf of 
American citizens in British prisons. All it 
can do is to inquire what they are impris- 
ODed for. 
It will then he informed that 
they are imprisoned because they violated 
the law3 of Great Britain, and on receiving 
that information the United States will 
have nothing more to say. 
When English, 
men come to the United States and break 
the laws, they are imprisoned as a matter 
of course, and punished precisely the same 
as all other lawbreakers. 
If American 
citizens choose to go to England or Ireland, 
and break the laws there, they will be 
punished in the same way, and the United 
States will have no ground for protest in 
the premises. As to what Congressman 
Robinson says about the members of Par­ 
liament, it is not worth while to treat it 
seriously, since no man, either in or out of 
Congress, with the exception of himself, 
has ever so much a3 dreamed of such an 
absurdity.

Holliday, 
Texas Jack and three of their retainers, 
whose names we did not learn. They rode 
up Allen street, going east, while the file- 
walks were crowded with throngs of citizens 
speculating upon their probable destination. 
Each of the horsemen were armed with a 
shotgun, Winchester rifle and two revolvers, 
and at least 100 rounds of ammunition. All 
sorts of rumors were rife upon the streets 
during the afternoon and evening, but 
until

no 
one 
knew 
to a 
certainty which direction, after leaving the 
city, the horeemen had taken. At that hour, 
however, a boy camo in from Helm’s ranch, 
who stated that he m-:t the Earp party fifteen 
miles from town, riding hard in the direction 
of the ranch. About one and a half miles 
behind the Earps was a company of from 
fifteen to twenty cowboys, all heavily armed, 
riding furiously in pursuit, with every proba­ 
bility in favor of their soon coming up with 
the foremost party. If the boy’s statements 
are 
true, 
and there seems no reason 
to 
doubt them, a bloody combat will 
surelv be the result. 
The cowboys, in 
addition to their well-known fighting procliv­ 
ities, are in this instance animated by a thirst 
for revenge, and the Earp party is composed 
of desperate men, who will each fight to the 
death, and it is stated that they have all been 
sworn in as Deputy United States Marshals, 
in which case they will have the color of law 
uDder which to act. The ultimate destina­ 
tion of the Earp party yet remains unknown 
to the maj irity of our citizens. Sorno think 
they went out as a United States Marshal’s 
posse comitatus in search of lawless charac­ 
ters, while others are of the opinion that 
they are making an attempt to leave the 
country, the latter class being in a large ma- 
j>rily.

LOCAL jNTELLIGENGE. 


To be D ism antled.—The railroad compa­ 
ny's steamer Chin-du-Wan, now lying at the 
wharf at the foot of I etreet, has been abaud- 
, oned as a steamer, as the company has no far­ 
ther use for her. She is too long for the uppjr 
Sacramento, and since the Apache and Mo­ 
doc were built, is not needed nor desirable for 
service upon the lower part of the river and 
bay. The machinery and upper part of the 
steamer w»ll be taken off and the lower por­ 
tion probably converted into a barge for coal. 
The Chin-dn-VVan was built at Stockton in 
about 1868, by Captain Begets, for naviga­ 
tion upon th» Colorado river, but through 
some financial difficulties encountered by her 
builders, she never reached the waters of the 
Colorado, but was employed as an opposition 
boat on the lower Sacramento, and as a ferry­ 
boat between San Francisco and Oakland. 
Subsequently she was purchased by the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad Company and used as a 
tow-boat on the river between here and San 
Francisco. She was rebuilt about eight years 
ago and given a new hulk and boilers. The 
first cost of the Rteamer was nearly §40,000, 
and it would not cost less that 830,000 to build 
such a boat at the present time. 
H e ld to A n sw er—The Chinaman, Chin 
Wby, who was arrested some time since at 
Napa and brought to this city, upon a charge 
of kidnaping a Chinese girl from I street, 
and for abduction, was examined yesterday 
before Judge Henry. The case consumed 
several hours, and upoa conclusion he was 
held to answer, with bail fixed at §2,000, 
which he promptly furnished... .Wilson,who 
was arrested for burglarizing the entrance- 
raom to the County Jail, and stealing a coat 
and other articles of clothing, was also exam­ 
ined and held to answer upon a charge of 
petit larceny, second offense, with bond fixed 
at §500. This was as bad an amount for him 
to raise, from his financial status, as would 
be one hundred times that amount, and hence 
he was sent to the County Jail to await trial. 
£eing the second offense, he will probably, 
when his esse comes to trial, be granted a 
free ride to Folsom. 
P olice Cooht.—In this Court these cases 
were disposed of yesterday: Charles M.

Interesting Statem ent about the Forma­ 
tion of Ice, Frosts, Dew, Etc. 
Sergeant James A. Barwick, of the United 
States Signal Corps at this station, having 
been questioned several times why it is, when 
the report of his thermometers indicate a 
temperature considerably above the freezing 
point, tbat frost and ice often forms on the 
suiface of objects near or on the earth, makes 
the following interesting aad instructive 
statement upon the subject: 
The phenomena mentioned is caused by 
radiatioa of beat. All bodies on the ®rfaca 
of the earth send out rays of heat toward the 
sky, and when they radiate more heat than 
th:-y receive their temperature falls below 
that of the surrounding air. In order to 
study these effects, we place a number cf 
thermometers upon the ground on feubstancss 
of different kinds, and suspend thermo­ 
meters in the air at various elevations, and 
compare the readings of these thermometers, 
simultaneously at all hours of the day and 
night. Very careful observations of this kind 
were made at Greenwich, England, for two 
years. It wa3 found that a thermometer 
placed on grass fully exposed to the sky fre­ 
quently rinks ten degrees below a thermometer 
suspended four feet from the ground. On 
nine nights the difference of temperature was 
moie than ID deg., and in one instance a 
thermometer placad on raw wool sunk 28 deg. 
5 min. below one suspended eight feet from 
the ground. Whatever prevents the free ex­ 
posure of an object to the sky causes the 
temperature to decrease less thau it would if 
the exposure was complete. 
This effect is produced by spreading a sheet 
of cioth over the ground, evan though it be at 
a considerable elevation. The thinnest cam­ 
bric handkerchief produces a decided effect. 
Trees and buildings and whatever conceals 
a part of the sky, diminishes the effect of the 
radiation of heat from the surface of the 
earth. Clouds produce the same effect as an 
artificial covering. A thermometer placed 
on grass fully exposed to the sky sunk below 
a thermometer suspended four feet from the 
ground, as follows: On cloudless nights, 9.3 
deg. ; nights half cloudy, 7.3 deg.; nights 
principally cloudy, 0.8 deg.; nights entirely 
cloudy only 3 4 deg. By suspending ther­ 
mometers at different elevations above the 
esrtb, from one or two inches up to 200 feet, it 
is found that the I03S of heat by nocturnal 
radiatioa is quite sensible at 50 feet, and 
does not entirely disappear at the bight of 
150 feet. During the night, therefore, the 
temperature of the air increases as we rise 
above the earth’s surface. If a thermometer 
placed on grass fully exposed to the sky be 
taken as the zero, a thermometer one inch 
above it would read 3 deg. higher ; six inch­ 
es 6 deg.; one fo t, 7 deg.; twelve feet, 8 
deg.; fifty feet, 10.leg,; one hundred and fifty 
feet, 12 deg. The eff-.ct is appreciable at still 
greater elevations. 
The Signal Service thermometers are thir­ 
ty-seven feet from the ground ; therefore our 
thermometer Bhould read about 9 deg. 
higher thau a thermometer on grass at the 
earth’s surface. Ice should commence to 
form in places fully exposed to the open tky 
when our thermometer would read 38 or 40 
deg., which is generally the case, unless the 
air is very dry. After a few days of north 
winds, freezing would not take place at the 
earth’s surface at a temperature of 40 deg. 
by the Signal Service thermometer, because the 
temperature of the gras3 or other substances 
would have to be reduced before they reached 
that point at which dew- or hoar-frost would 
be deposited ; while with a more moist air 
there would be ice and frost formed, when 
the thermometer would not indicate as low a 
temperature. That is why our cold north 
winds are not so damaging to semi-tropical 
plants and shrubs, for the temperature must 
get down to that point at which the moisture 
iu the air could be condensed. 
It must be thoroughly understood that 
dew and frost do not fall like rain, but they 
deposit on aii substances whose temperature 
falls below the dew point of the air, and the 
lower each substance falls, the heavier will be 
the dew or frost deposited. Any substance 
that gives off heat more rapidly into space 
than it absorbs it from the earth, the quicker 
it reaches the dew point; which accounts for 
some objects, such sa glass, exDosed to the 
open 
sky 
of 
damp 
nights, 
being 
drenched in dew, while a polished piece of 
iron will scarcely be dimmed. The iron 
receives heat from the earth faster than it ra­ 
diates it into space and its temperature is 
longer reaching the dew point, while the 
glass gives off heat by radiation very much 
faster than it absorbs it from the earth: it 
therefore falls considerably be.ow the dew- 
point. Plants are not covered up to prevent 
frost from falling upon them, but to prevent 
them from throwing off or radiating their 
heat received during the day, and also at 
night from the earth’s radiation; it being pre­ 
vented, the tree does not cool below the dew- 
point, therefore no frost is deposited. Hoar­ 
frost is formed under the same circumstances 
as dew, with the exception of a lower tem­ 
p r.vture. 
When the temperature of plants falls be­ 
low 32 deg. tbe moisture of the air is con­ 
densed upon them in the solid state and fo’n e 
a layer of spongy ire. Hoar-frost, like dew, 
is deposited chiefly upon those bodies which 
radiate heat best, such as plants and the 
leaves of vegetables. The deposit is principally 
on those parts which are turned toward the 
sky. Since plants sometimes become cooled 
by radiati n from 12 to 15 deg. 1 e’ow the 
temperature of the surrounding air, a frost 
may occur, although a thermometer a few 
feet above the ground does not Bink to 32 deg. 
During a clear and still night, when a ther­ 
mometer six feet above the ground sinks to 
36 deg , a very heavy frost may be expected, 
and a slight frost may occur when the same 
thermometer sinks only to 47 deg. 
T he R ain-Storm .—The rain-storm, which 
bas been quite bountiful in some parts of the 
State, ceased here yesterday morning, with a 
total for the storm of only .28 of an inch. 
The report from the Signal Corps’ headquar­ 
ters last evening showed the barometer to be 
falling at Olympia, Portland and Los An­ 
geles, with fresh south wind at Olympia, 
northwest and fresh at Portland and fresh at 
Los Angeles. It was raining at Olympia, Los 
Angeles and San Diego, and the barometer 
was rising at all tho other stations, with 
northwesterly and westerly winds generally 
prevailing up and dow n the coast. The rain­ 
fall for the past twenty-four houre at Olym­ 
pia was .16 of an inch ; Portland, .01; Rose- 
hurg, .02; Red B'uff, .06; Sacramento, .16; 
San Franeisco, .17; Visalia, .41; Los An­ 
geles, .51 ; San Diego, .00. 
A Mammoth Screen.—A bulletin-board 
of immense proportions, 290 feet long and 
40 feet high, is to be erect :d along tbe south 
side of the alley between H and I, Second 
and Third streets. The parties who párpese 
the building of this boss bulletin-board se­ 
cured the right to construct aud maintain the 
same for five years for §375. Whether it is 
to be used as a plaque for esthetic disciples to 
decorate with huiirushes, broken lilies and 
long-legged storks, or by some enterprising 
merchants tor advertising purposes, or as a 
screen to hide the filth of Chinatown, has 
not as yet been ascertained. But whatever 
its purpose, it will serve to hide from public 
view an at present very unattractive rear view 
of a quarter that smells in the public nostrils 
and is an offense to the eye. 
H ousebreakisg —A thief entered the 
store-room of F. W. Fratt, on J street, be­ 
tween Third and Fourth, Sunday Bight, and 
stole two large mirrors.

keep np an incessant call for each other, and 
thns bring down in innumerable numbers 
the tempting game. 
Joe Kane and Horatio Hurd have recently 
tried this new dodge on the feathered tribe, 
and pronounce it a failure, and desire to have it 
stated so that others ¡nay not be swindled by the 
new-fangled method. HaviDg seen the pub­ 
lished statement, they proposed to keep tbe 
matter quiet—in fact, a secret from the re­ 
mainder of the sporting fraternity, and sur­ 
prise the most lucky members by bringing in 
a wagon load apiece of fine mallards on tbe 
first trip out, and with an agreement between 
them to keep the method of their great suc­ 
cess a profound secret. 
With purposes and plans fully matured, 
they set out in quest of a couple of the loudest 
tame ducks, for stool-callers, they could find. 
A gentleman kindly directed them to the 
yard of George Cooper, on K street, where, 
they were informed, was a flock of tame 
ducks that disturbed the entire neighbor­ 
hood.

voucher signature, which is said to have been 
forged by the accused. The photograph 
shows that the voucher ¡3 dated May 31, 1881, 
for §9,500. Colonel Williamson, Best’s supe­ 
rior, who has been succeeded in his office by 
a recent appointment, is thought to have been 
a wrong-doer only to the extent of having 
placed too much confidence in his subordi­ 
nate. 
UNITED STATES MARSHAL. 
Judge Field has notified Judge Sawyer by 
telegraph that, United States Marshal Poole 
has been appointed ad interim to succeed 
himself. 
Mr. Poole qualified in §20,060 
bonds. The old Deputies have been re­ 
appointed.

Out of twenty cases of felony tried in De­ 
partment Twelve of the Superior Court last 
week only one of the accused was acquitted. 
George O’Connor is in custody on suspi­ 
cion of being the person who assaulted Will­ 
iam Marks with a slung-shot on Sunday 
night. 
Of the eleven suits brought in the General 
Department of the Superior Court Monday, 
five were for decrees severing matrimonial 
bonds. 
George H. Lawrence is booked at the city 
prison by Detectives Bee and Bradford as en 
route to Illinois. He was arrested on a re­ 
quisition from the Governor of tbat State and 
is wanted for larceny. 
Presiding Judge Allen has rendered judg­ 
ment of foreclosure for §127,891 19 in cne 
case of the German Bank against William 
Hollis and the Keal Estate Associate', and a 
judgment for §13,072 12 in another. 
The tramp brigade is steadily applyirg for 
admiesion into the County Hospital, various 
excuses being given. The authorities con­ 
nected with’the institution say that not one- 
fourth of those applying could be accommo­ 
dated, even if they were sick and deserved 
admittance. 
Laurena Lynch is suing in Judge Sawyer’s 
Court for §10,000 dimages, alleged to have 
been sustained through the negligence of Pa­ 
cific Mail Steamship servants in 1876, when 
plaintiff was injured through breakage of fur­ 
niture on oce of the company’s steamers iu a 
storm iu the China s»a. 
John, Joseph aad William Kreliing, pro­ 
prietors of the Tivoli, who were arrested on 
complaint of Marx P. Schetzel, upon a charge 
of having violated the Sunday law, appeared 
before Judge Rosenbaum Monday and asked 
for a trial by jury. The request was granted, 
and the trial set for 2 o’clock ou tho afternoon 
of the 1st of next month. 
Last Saturday Judge Rosenbaum made an 
order that every other case on the city prison 
register shouid be tried iu his Court, thinking 
thus to facilitate business in the two Police 
Courts. Tne effect of the order, however,was 
to create great c mfudon, for Monday, when 
the Court opened, the case of John Smith, 
charged with battery and carrying a con­ 
cealed weapon, came up, and it was discov­ 
ered that the first charge (that of battery) 
was placed in Number Oue and the other in 
Number T wo. 
From January 1st to the 21st inclusive the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company built 
and laid ou the southern extension of their 
road to New O.leans 145,285J feet of track, 
equal to a fraction over 271 miles. Although 
the period covered represents twenty-one 
days, work was carried on only on fifteen 
days. The men are not worked on Sunday, 
nor were they ou the holidays. The longest 
distance of track 1 .id during that period in 
ne day was 21,000 feet, or a fraction under 
four miles.

Fish Commissioner Redding states that the 
Commissioners are at present having half of 
the oce hundred thousand whitefish eggs, re­ 
ceived a few days ago, distributed in Donuer 
Lake and Lake Tahoe. A man ia charge of 
them has been sent up. He also states that 
a few of the first lot of Eastern trout that 
were received here will be ready for distribu­ 
tion in about two or three weeks hence. The 
United States Fish Hatchery in the McCloud 
river, which was destroyed last summer by 
floods, has been re-erected, and everything is 
now again in complete order at that estab­ 
lishment. Several improvements have been 
introduced in the construction of the build­ 
ings. 
The new system of local trains in Oakland 
has had one good effect on the comfort of pay­ 
ing passengers in keeping off the horde of 
servant girls, hoodlums and others whose 
practice it has heretofore been to crowd the 
local trains. On Sunday, when the new 
time-table went into effect, it was rather 
rongh on some of these people, and for a time 
during the day there was a string of pedes­ 
trians walking on tho mol» that extended 
from the depot to West Oakland. When the 
local trains enter the depot all the passengers 
must leave the cars, and cannot get out ex­ 
cept by pa'sicg through the gate, at which a 
man stands to take tickets. They must either 
pay 15 cents for a ticket, or wait until the 
train is tak:n out, when the gates are opened, 
and then they can walk to West Oakland. A 
few hoodlums now ride down and jump off as 
the train enters the depot, and then jump on 
the up train as it comes out of the depot; 
but, as these are to be arrested for trespass, 
the nuisance will soon be abated. Passengers 
from Oakland to Berkeley are now compelled 
to take the cars at the Sixteenth street depot, 
or.ride to the end of the mole, and pay 15 
cents for the ride. 
It is believed that a hiatus exists in the 
office of the United States Marshal. The 
four years’ term of A. W. Poole expired on 
Sunday, and with his administration neces­ 
sarily the terms of service of his deputies. 
The law is defective in not making the M»r- 
shal an incumbent until his successor is ap­ 
pointed and has qualified. Mr. Poole not 
having teen reappointed, and no one else 
having been named to succeed him, the lapse 
causes a complete clogging of tbs wheels of 
Justice in the Federal Courts. Judge Hoff­ 
man cannot hold Court to try any criminal 
cause, for there is no Mirshal or deputy to 
opien Court or transport and hold prisoners, 
while Commissioner O’Beirne cannot hold 
any examination, for there is no officer to 
serve a subpeaa or commitment. There is 
no officer empowered to make any arrest, 
even if a warrant was issued, save Detective 
Finnegass in a limited capacity; in short, 
the whole District of California is without a 
Marsha', or even a deputy. The ex-Marehal, 
for such he is, can only transact snch office 
bnsine.-s a? was commenced and not concluded 
during his incumbency. Justice Field of the 
United States Supreme Court, and ex officio 
the presiding Justice of the Circuit, is em­ 
powered by iaw to make an appointment to 
fill the interregnum. He is in Washington. 
If Mr. Poole is reappointed to serve during 
the interim he will have to give new bonds. 
The question has been mooted whether a sim­ 
ple telegraphic order of appointment is suffi­ 
cient, or if the law does not require the re­ 
ceipt by the appointee of the original order, 
with the Judge’s signature, and not a copy of 
the order.

POBTEK’3 ABGUMEHT OOHTIEUED. 


A Calcium Light Turned Upon Gui 
teau’s Character.

W ashikctojj, January 24 th.—As soon as 
the Court opered, Judge Porter was about to 
resume Lis speech, when the prisoner fore­ 
stalled him, and called out from the dock: 
“ 1 desire to say that some crank has signed 
my name to a letter that appeared in a paper 
this morning. I t was withcut my authority, 
and I repudiate it. 
I also want to say in re­ 
gard to a couple of cranks whom I under­ 
stand have been arrested for hacging around 
here, that if they undertake to harm me they 
will be Bhot down. I want every one to un 
derstand tkL.” 
Judge Porter, who had paused to permit 
this preliminary announcement, began by 
saying : “ The prisoner, as usual, ha3 made 
the openii g speech.” 


FORTEB RESUMES HIS ARGUMENT. 
After thanking the Court and jury for 
their consideration yesterday, which had 
made it possible for him to appear be­ 
fore them to-day, Judge 
Porter Baid : 
The whole defense has been a sham and im­ 
posture—an imposture which was supposed 
to have gained a strength of credence from 
reiteration. 
The truth assorted by this de­ 
fense is that truth which is uttered with 
effrontery, enforced by persistency, 
and 
reduplicated 
by 
reiteration. 
This 
is 
the 
truth 
which 
they assert 
in 
op­ 
position 
to 
that 
truth 
which 
you 
are to ascertain and declare. In my remarks 
yesterday, I showed you how the prisoner has 
belied by his acts his professions ; bow he has 
belied by his acts the character given him by 
his counsel. I showed you that he had been 
a liar, swindler and a murderer at heart from 
the beginning. That this man has grown 
worse every year of his life we have all seen 
and know. 
THE FIRST INTERRUPTION. 
,Gtiiteau—That’s bosh, and you kiow it, 


Portel'. 
_ 
, 
Judge Portéf continued to depict the 
character of the prisoner and the fallacies of 
his defensp, when Guiteau agiin and again 
interrupted him, at one time calling out, 
“ Attorney General iiacVeagh wouldn’t have 
anything to do with it.” 
Judge Porter, half-replying to the prisoner, 
said : " And this Christian gentleman would 
have you even believe that Attorney-General 
Mac Veagh had dipped his hands in Garfield’s 
blood." 
Guitenu—Oh ! that’s very fine. 
A moment later, allusion having been made 
by Judge Porter to the present Attorney Gen­ 
eral, Guiteau bawled o u t: “ He’s a high- 
toned gentlimaD, and you are a wine bibber. 
I ’ve got your record, Mr. Porter.” 
Judge Porter (with deliberation)—Well, 
perhaps I am. 
Guiteau (with a drawling accent)—Well, I 
guess you are, Mr. Judge Porter. _ 
Continuing, Judge Porter said: 
This 
Christian gentlemaD, who prays every night 
and every m orning, would have you believe 
that I am a wine-bibber. 
W ith great effect and impressive earnest­ 
ness of manner, Judge Porter then empha­ 
sized by an anecdote which be related, the 
distinction between the spirit of love and the 
spirit of woe, the latter being expressed in 
the life and character of the prisoner. 
OUTBREAK BY BCOVILLE. 
The first serious outbreak of the morning 
occurred when Judge Porter, adverting to a 
statement of the prisoner’s counsel, reiterated 
the assertions of the prisoner himself, that the 
notes of stenographer Bailey were destroyed 
by the prosecution, because they would have 
benefited tho defense. 
He denied the right of 
the defense to expect or demand to see papers 
prepared by the prosecution solely for their 
own use. Furthermore, said Judge Porter, 
there was not contained in them anything, os 
asserted by the defense, that would have im­ 
proved their standing in this case. 
Scoville insisted upon being heard, ar.d de­ 
manded that the Court should stop counsel 
from making any such statements on his own 
authority os to the contents of the papers 
which had not been in evidence before the 
nry. 
Judge Porter insisted that he bad the right 
to deny a state . eut of the same character 
made by the ether rid». 
Judge Ccx thought the counsel hail no right 
to make any statement as to the contents of 
such papers. 
PROTEST FROM PORTER. 
Judge Porter, with much feeling, protested 
that he had been a practitioner longer than 
the Judge, and had never before heard such a 
ruling. 
He(L’orter) was cf course debarred 
frcm taking a legal exception, but he must 
protest against the unfairues3 of a position, 
which would admit all rorts of statements 
from the prisoner and his counsel, and yet 
would debar the prosecution from ail oppor­ 
tunity of refutation. 
Reed, with considerable excitement, said: 
“ If I were the .Judge,I would put him under 
arrest. Such insolence to the Court should 
be punished.” 
PORTER 
RESUMES — ANOTHER 
CONTROVERSY 
ARISES. 
Judge Porter then resumed his argument, 
and proceeded to diecusB the question of a 
“ reasonable doubt,” as an element of the de­ 
fense's plea of insanity, referring to a decision 
of Judge Martin of New Jersey, which had 
been reinforced by a decision in Ohio. He 
was again interrupted by Scoville, who de­ 
sired to know if the arguments were to be 
heard again upon law points. 
A sharp colloquy between the counsel en­ 
sued, when Judge Porter removed the objec­ 
tion by handing his authority to the Judge, 
saying, “ I t will answer every purpose of 
mine, yonr Honor, if you should have occa­ 
sion to rule upon the point.” . 
THE RESPONSIBILITY QUESTION. 
Returning to the crimo and its commission, 
Judga Porter said, “ Who killed Garfield?" 
Guiteau—The doctors. 
Porter—The doctors ? 
Guiteau—Yes. The Lord let them do it to 
confirm my act. 
Judge Porter—Secretary Blaine was re­ 
sponsible. 
Guiteau—I say morally responsible. 
Porter—Mr. Blaine saved his life on that 
night before tho murder, simply by hi3 pres­ 
ence with him as they walked together. He 
might have saved his life on that fatal second 
day of July, but for the fact that the mur­ 
derer stole up from behind. Then Blaine is 
morally responsible for not preventing the 
crime. The prisoner confessed that Mrs, 
Garfield’s presence with her husband on a 
former occ.-ion had prevented him from 
shooting. 
He was then asked: “ If Mrs. 
Garfield had been leaning upon his arm in­ 
stead of Blaine, upon that fatal morning, 
would you have shot him ?” and he answered 
“ No." Then Mrs. Garfield is responsible for 
her husband’s death, according to the fallacies 
of this wretched and fallacious defense. 
A VIVID PICTURE. 
Referring to Reed’s referer.ee to Mrs. Gar­ 
field’s prayer?, Porter said : 
“ Imagine the 
aged It,other coming before you draped in 
black. 
Imagine, according to the old custom 
of English law?, this trial taking place in the 
presence rf ti e c-rpse of Gai field, mutilated 
by the murderer, wrapt in white linen, 
through which it was supposed that the mere 
approach of the murderer would cause the 
blco". t flow. Imagine Gar field lying there, not 
one of the clavicles of his backbone, but the 
whole msn, cold in de3th, with the death- 
eweat not even dry on his brow, with the ex­ 
pressions of agony which this prisoner put 
there, 
and with the cowering 
assassin 
yonder 
shrinking 
from 
an 
appioach 
to the body. Imagine the aged mother, 
who had looked to that son to close her 
eve? in death, bowing with grief at tho 
coffin-head, with Mrs. Garfield, whose lips 
were the last that touched the cold lips c-f 
the President, sitting at his feet in dust 
and ashes. Il in such a scene Mr. Charles 
H. Rred stood up and said, “ The woman 
who s»ems to us to be kneeling, is only 
kneeling to God in prayer that this mur­ 
derer shall be dealt with leniently,” what 
would you think of it ? It is well for us all, 
gentlemen, that the law does not call upon 
jurors to leave the immortal p irt of the¡r 
nature—their moral nature—outride of the 
Court-house when they come to sdmiaietfr 
justice. 
Althcugh Garfield is dead, the 
prisoner speaks, and has spoken on the wit­ 
ness stand, the words which prove him to be 
not only the assassin, but a meditating, de 
liberate, sane and responsible assassin of the 
President. 


THE CHARGES OP COUNSEL. 
This man slaughtered Garfield as he would 
have slaughtered a calf that he wanted to 
eat 
["‘The doctors did that,” said 
the 
prisoner], and having disposed of him in that 
way, in comes his counsel and charges with 
crime those who occupy too lofty a position 
to notice the vipers that said it, and who 
would have degraded the dignity of their 
office by noticing 


EX-SENATOR CONKLING. 
One of them is a distinguished American 
Senator, who at this moment, except that he 
was too proud and too lofty to accept office, 
would be sitting as Chief Justice of the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States—the son 
of a great and honored American jurist, stili 
y o u D g in year?, has commanded more atten­ 
tion at home and abroad of admirers of intel­ 
lectual greatness, of the loftiest eloquence 
and of the greatest statesmanship, than 
any one, perhaps, of 
his time. 
A 
bit­ 
ter partisan, but 
a man honest 
in 
all 
his undertakings; 
a man faithful to his 
friends, faithful to his convictionp, even 
though they involve 
sacrifice ; 
a man 
who 
was 
capable of 
doing 
what 
tu t few men are capable—resigning the lead­ 
ership of the American Senate, and to do it 
at the peril of his own political destruction ; 
a man of unstained integrity, courage, fear­ 
lessness and manliness, which made this with­ 
drawal a matter of regret even to his political 
adversaries—such a man is to day arraigned 
before an American jury, ar,d arraigned not 
by criminals, bat by a criminal’s defender 
[“ Without my knowledge,” interposed the 
prisoner,] as responsible for the murder of 
Garfield. 
GENERAL GRANT. 
Another of those so arraigned is a man 
more honored in the Confederate States than 
any American save their own cherished ^ lead­ 
er, General Lee ; a man who is honored in the 
Northern States for services rendered, first in 
war, and afterwards in reconciling the diffi 
culties which grew out of the war ; a man 
whoss life has been without dishonor and 
without reproach; a man elevated to conspic­ 
uous positions, the successor of Washington, 
Jeffsrson, Jackson and Lincoln, who, after he 
left that place, was welcomed in every Eu 
ropean and Oriental land as one of the ablest 
men and purest personal characters to be 
named in the history of the nineteenth can 
tury—that man is arraigned by the lawyers 
of Guiteau [“ But not by Guiteau,” inter­ 
rupted the prisoner.] as lesponsible for the 
murder of General Garfield. 


PRESIDENT ARTHUR. 
More than that, we have the President of 
the United States— 
The prisoner—Made so by the inspiration 
of Guiteau. Do not yon forget that, Mr. 
Porter. 
You don’t represent him here, 
either. 
Porter—The 
successor of Garfield, of 
Hayes, and Lincoln, and Jackson, and Jef­ 
ferson, and Adams, and Washington, elevated 
to that position, not by an assassin, bat by 
the voice ot his countrymen. When this 
creature says, “ I made Arthur President,” 
he forgets that General Arthur was made 
President by the voice of his countrymen, by 
that very voice which made Garfield Presi­ 
dent. He was made President under the 
Constitution and laws. Millard Fillmore was 
iust as truly elected by the people as the 
President whom he succeeded. 
The prisoner—That is a false statement. 
Mr. Arthur and Mr. Fillmore were nomin­ 
ated as Vice-Presidents, and would not have 
been nominated as Presidents at any time. 


AN ORANGE PEEL OR A RATTLESNAKE. 
This man told you in his speech last Satur­ 
day that Garfisld might have died from any 
other cause ; that he might have trod upon 
an orange peel and received an injury which 
might have caused his death; or that he 
might have trod upon a rattlesnake, whose 
fangs might have pierced his heel. Was it an 
orange peel or rattlesnake that made Arthur 
President? 
“ Neither,” said tho prironer. 
Porter—Both ; because the prisoner has 
shown himself all his life to be as slippery as 
an orange peel and as venomous as a rattle­ 
snake. 
The prisoner—That’s 
false, 
and 
you 
know it. 
Porter—B at in one respect meaner than a 
rattlesnake, for Providence provided in respect 
to that reptile that there shall be a warning 
at one end and venom at the other. This was 
a rattlesnake witheut a rattle but not with­ 
out fangs, aud when he tells you he made 
General A rthur President of the United 
States he made him President in just the 
same sense which a rattlesnake might have 
done it—by introducing into President Gar­ 
field’s veins that venom which in eighty days 
would bring him down to the grave. 


GARFIELD AND THE ASSASSIN. 
Mr. Reed, as counsel for the prisoner, ha? 
chosen to pose here as a friend of Garfield. I 
take it for granted that he lias read those 
memorable sayings of President Garfield, 
simple as childhood, guileless, frank, sincere 
—his dying utterances. Between Gniteau’s 
bullet and Garfield’s deatb, in one of his wak­ 
ing hours, on the 11th of July, the President 
asked Mrs. Susan Edson where Guiteau 
was. This was while he expected to re­ 
cover. He then remarked that he supposed 
people would come to him some day with a 
petition to pardon the man, anil he wondered 
what lie should do in a personal matter of life 
and death. Mrs. Edson told him she would 
think he would do nothing at a ll; that he 
surely could not pardon such a man, and the 
President said, “ No, I do not suppose I 
can,” and yet Mr. Charles Reed, to whom 
the American Bar is indebted for the intro­ 
duction to its ranks of the prisoner Guiteau, 
undertook to say that the President regarded 
him as an irresponsible man. 


CHRIST AND LUNATICS. 
Passing on to criticising Reed’s arguments, 
and his illustration as to Christ casting ont 
devils and healing Innatics, Pi rter said : The 
Savior mode a distinction between the sick 
lunatic and those of brains. The claim here 
is that this man was so enormously wicked as 
to be, in the languagoof Dr. Spitzka, amoral 
monstrosity. 
lie represents the class of 
which the Savior spoke—not lunatics, but 
possessed of devil-. 
_ 
“ That is bosh,” exclaimed the prisoner. 
“ B-o-s h,” spelling it out. 
Porter—You kr.ow, gentlemen, how the 
Savior dealt with those who were possessed 
with devils. I am not able at this moment 
to find the text. 
The prisoner—You are not acquainted with 
the Bible, I see, Mr. Porter. If you read the 
Bible more e.Dd drank lees wins you would be 
a better man. 
Porter—A man who was possessed of the 
devil came to the Savior and prayed to be de­ 
livered. The Savior granted his prayer, and 
commanded the devil to say who he was. 
“ My name,” said the devil, “ is legion,” aud 
b e prayed to be allowed to enter into a herd 
of swine, because even devils go through a 
form of prayer. 
“ Then it’s time for you to pray,” said the 
prisoner. 
P o r te r —The 
Savior 
consented. 
W hat 
became of the swine after the legion had en­ 
tered the herd ? They rushed down a steep 
place into the sea and were choked. Whether 
the devil who possessed this man is or is not 
choked by the law, you are to determine; 
but the destination of the diabolism such as 
his was thought by the Savior to be (fitting 
for swine, and the ultimate destination even 
cf the swine was to be choked in water. 
The prisoner—If you don’t Btop drinking 
wine the devil will clu-ke you. You will go 
-into a drunkard’s grave yet-. 
Mr. Porter then went on to discuss the 
points of law as laid down by Judge Cox in 
this case. 
THE RESPONSIBILITY QUESTION. 
After he had disposed of that question, he 
took up again the question of responsibility of 
the prisoner. 
W hat household, he said, 
wuulii be c^ie, what church would protect its 
worshipers, if this man were to escape 
on 
a 
plea 
of 
irresponsibility. 
Is it 
true that any man 
who has had an 
insane 
coq3Íd, 
an 
insane 
uncle, 
an 
insane aunt or an insane ancestor, and who 
is not himself insane, but knows perfectly 
well that murder is legally and morally 
wrong, is to eecape punishment—may stab, 
or shoot, or waylay, or murder in any form 
by day or night, and then claim in his vin­ 
dication, not that hs is insane himself, but 
that somebody else was? If so, what is 
human lire worth ? Nay, if it were true, every 
insane man, no matter in what degree, no 
matter whether from melancholy or from any 
of those casual or occasional aberrations of 
mind, is at liberty to commit burglary, to fire 
your dwelling-house, to set the city of Wash­ 
ington on fire when the frost shall stiffen the 
water and when fire will be most destructive, 
to ravish your daughter. W hat security is 
there that ‘he iicet.se for which this trother- 
in-law of Guiteau coutends, namely, that law 
is intended only for rational men, and that 
all of those crimes which I have mentioned 
may be committed by license, if not from 
law, bnt from one of the twelve emperors or 
kings, in defiance of law, and of the instruc­ 
tions from the Oourt. Nay, more, tee insane 
of this country—I mean the undoubted in­ 
sane, who are inmates of lunatic asyrnms— 
would form a verdict in his esse. If the 
theory cf the defense shall be understood, 
then each of them is at liberty to murder his 
keeper. Who restrains them ? They all are 
liable to confederate to open the gates of the 
asylum, and go out, knife and torch in hand, 
and spread rnin and coiitLgration in every 
direction ; and alth. ugh the law forbids it, a 
jury can be found that will sanction the act. 
The prisoner—That is very tine, bnt is all 
bosb. 
Porter—More than that, any man who has 
insanity in any degree shall be at liberty to 
murder any other insane man. I believe if a 
jury could be impaneled in a lunatic asylum 
in this country, they would say of this man, 
not only that they would be endangered by 
his presence, but that he is perfectly sane. 
Was this man insane on the 2d of July? If 
he was not, yon have but one duty, and that 
is to convict him. 
He was not insane. 
Guiteau. in one of his letters of consolation 
to a widow says, “ Life is but a dream ; 
his death might have happened at any time.” 
But the Lawgiver of the Universe entertained 
different views on the value of human life 
when he said, “ Whosoever sheddeth man’s 
blood, by man shall his blood be ahed.” 
The prisoner—That was three thousand 
years ago. We have new laws sinoe then. 


Porter—And th at man in the dock tells 
yon th at the same God th at placed th at value 
on human life placed no valus on the life of 
Jam es A. Garfield, and that as to th at life, it 
was of small value; it was a fLeting dream. 
W e have had the gospel of Guiteau, and he 
thinks this jury will indorse his gospel. 
Christ, speaking to the Scribes and Pharisees, 
said, “ Ye who claim to be the eeed of A bra­ 
ham, prove it by doiDg the acts of Abraham. 
Y e are the children of your father, the devil, 
who was a murderer from the beginning.” 
The prisor-er—T bat tikes you in, Porter, 
Porter—That is insanity which this man 
has inherited. 
The man is a liar as well as 
an assassin, and he was instigated not by the 
Almighty, but by the devil. 
THE PRISONER'S LIFE OF CRIME. 
Mr. Porter went on to review the prisoner 
and liis life of crime, in which he included 
adultery. 
The prisoner—How many times hive yon 
been guilty of that ? Look up your record, 
old man. 
I guess you are about as bad as 
Corkhill. 
Mr. Porter went on to refer to the prison­ 
ers’s life in Washington, and asked. W as this 
temporary 
mania, 
Abrahamic 
mania, or 
disease of the brain, which resulted in the 
murder for the benefit of the stalw arts of the 
Republican party ? 
The prisoner—For the benefit of the Amer­ 
ican people. 
A removal, not murder. 
They 
are very well satisfied with if, too. 
Porter—Gentlemen, if I went no further, 
do yon believe th at man’s brain was diseased ? 
I deal with nothing else now. 
W as his 
brain diseased, and did the disease come and 
go according to whether President Garfield 
went out alone, or went out with his wife, 
or 
went 
ont 
with 
his 
children, 
or 
went to the Soldiers’ Home, or went to the 
railroad depot ? Do you believe th at the 
right remedy for disease of the brain is to 
make Fix week»’ preparation for assassina­ 
tion, and th at the shcoting of another man 
through the spine is a cure for the disease ? 
That is the case, as the prisoner makes out. 
The prisoner—If I were President of the 
U nited States, and had ruined the Republi­ 
can party, as Garfield had, I ought to be 
shot. 
T hat is my opinion about that, and it 
is the opinion of a great many people, too. 


THE PRISONER’S DIVORCED WIFE. 
In the course of his further argument. Por­ 
ter referred to the prisoner’s divorced wife aB 
a woman who loved him. 
The prisoner—I did not love her. 
I t was a 
one-sided affair. 
Porter—The woman who married him----- 
The prisoner—T hat was a swindle. 
Porter—The 
woman 
who 
slept 
with 
him----- 
The prisoner—Sometimes she did, and 
sometimes she didn’t. 
Porter—The woman who borrowed for him, 
and who gave evenings of her industry to 
furnish him with money which he spent on 
street prostitutes. 
The prisoner—T hat is a lie, and a big one. 
Porter—The woman whose divorce was se­ 
cured by his procurement by all sorts of de­ 
ceit. meanness and ignominy. 
The prisoner—I had no business to marry 
her at all. 
P orter—lie and his prostitutes were wit­ 
nesses to aid him in removing his wife. 
The prisoner—Ail that happened was years 
ago, and has nothing to do with this case. 
Continuing, Judge Porter said: 
“ Who 
else is responsible? John H . Noyes ; is he 
responsible ? 
H e killed Garfield—John H. 
Noyes, from whom the prisoner stole his 
lectures 1” 
Guiteau—Tbat is false; I rely upon my 
own brains for my productions. 


LINK ADDED TO LINK. 
Porter—That father whom, when IS years 
old, he (Guiteau) struck, was responsible. 
T hat father whom he never forgave, and with 
whom he had not spoken for the last fifteen 
years of his honorable life. 
The mother, 
whom 
he scarcely ever remembers, was 
guilty, because she had an attack of erysip­ 
elas some weeks before he was born, and had 
cut off her hair, thereby transm itting to him 
congenital insanity. 
His druuken, dissolute 
uncle (who, however, did not become insane 
until after the prisoner was born) was re­ 
sponsible for the killing of Garfield. 
His 
uncle Francis was responsible, because, dis­ 
appointed in love, ha 'killed tho husband of 
the woman he loved and long afterwards be­ 
came demented. 
H is cousiu Abbie is re­ 
sponsible, because from a traveling mesmer­ 
ist she beoame an inmate of an iusane asy­ 
lum. 
She made this m urderer insane. 
G uiteau—There’s enough to kill your case, 
by your own showing. 


THE THUNDERBOLT FALLS. 
Porter—The 
Chicago Convention killed 
Garfield by the nomination it made. 
The 
doctors killed him. 
His nomination and his 
election were two acts of God. 
The prisoner 
would have us believe tbat the Deity, who 
had thus twice confirmed his choice, found it 
r.Ecessary to correct his labors by appointing 
this wretched swindler and hypocrite, this 
syphilitic monstrosity, to murder th9 Presi­ 
dent, whose nomination and election H e had 
confirmed. 
•Judge Porter 
paused, 
nnd exclaimed: 
“ The deliberate m urderer sits there 
point­ 
ing at Guiteau, and emphasizing the cul- 
n iuating point cf his sentences with terrible 
force and meaning, sai.l to tho ju ry : 
“ The 
junior counsel ha3 said th at you are kings, 
implying th at you may override the law and 
evidence in grasping an almost intangible 
doubt, and ignoring the solid structure of the 
evidence of guilt. 
You are not kings, and 
the in n who told you so is the only man in 
50,000 000 of people who could or would 
recommend Guiteau for office.” 
Recess. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Judge Porter, after recess, dealt with 
Guiteau's cunning and duplicity. 
Referring 
to G nitean’s pions bursts, he said, with de­ 
liberate emphasis : 
“ I do not believe in all 
this assemblage th at there Í3 one soul th at 
contemplates with such abject terror the pos­ 
sibility of facing his M aker as does this 
brazen murderer.” 
Guiteau, w ith the ferocity of a wild beast, 
fairly yelled: “ T hat is a miserable lie, and 
you know it, P o rter; and you are an infernal 
scoundrel! 
I hope God Almighty will send 
for yon soon—both you and Corkhill. 
Such 
a miserable, slinking whine as that is.” 


QUESTIONS FOR THE JURY. 
W ithout noticing the outbreak Porter con­ 
tinued : The first question for the jury is, 
W as the prisoner insane July 2d? 
If not, 
the case is ended. 
Second, if he was insane, 
was it to a degree that he didn’t know that 
murder was morally and legally wrong ? If 
not, tho jury was by oath bonnd to convict 
him. 
Third, if in utter disregard of his con­ 
fession under oath the jury found that he 
actually, honestly believed that God com­ 
manded him to kill the President, and that 
he was under that delusion, and unless the 
jury find that each delusion disabled him 
from knowing th at such an act was mcrally 
and legally wrong, they must convict. 
If 
such a delusion did exist, and was caused by 
insanity, then, and then only, they must ac­ 
quit. 
He swore that he was able to control 
hia will. 
Fifth, if he was partly insane 
through his own depravity and m¡dignify, 
they m ust convict. 
Sixth, if the jury be­ 
lieve that he was partly or wholly insane, but 
believe th at he knew his act was legally or 
morally wrong, they muBt c nvict. The jury 
must not override reason and law, and let 
murder, rape and arson run riot through the 
land. 
M urder has been in tho world since 
the first-born of woman slew the second-born, 
and God, knowing man’s nature, inscribed on 
tables cf stone, “ Thou shalt not kill.” 
Human live to Guiteau is cf small value, 
“ Life,” said hp, in o- e of those letters of his, 
“ is a full dream,” etc 
“ Whoso sheddeth 
man’s blood by man shall his blood be shed,” 
says the Gospel, and against this we have had 
the gospel of Guiteaa. 
You are to judge 
whethei the gospel of our M aker or the gos­ 
pel oi this murderer shall prevail. 


HEREDITARY INSANITY. 
Reviewing the claim of the defense to he­ 
reditary insanity. Judge Porter said: Sco- 
viile dared not say his wife’s father was 
insane. 
His family physician, who was with 
him till death, would have known it. and yet 
not one dare kiss the Holy Book and make 
oath to such a statement. 
This defense is a 
falsehood, and port of the impostura and 
sh i n th at wraps about the whole case. 
M r. Porter, referring to the testimony of 
Mrs. Scoville, paid her the compliment of 
being a sincere woman. 
She said she had 
never noticed insanity in the prisoner until 
the time when he raised an ax upon her 
when he was 35 years of age. 
The prisoner—T hat never occurred. 
Mr. Porter—Your sister swore th at it did 
occur, aud she ¡3 a woman of truth, while 
yon have committed perjury. 
The prisoner—That is a m atter of opinion. 
Mr. Porter—She came into ths Court 
with unblemished hands, and she went out of 
it as she entered it, an honest woman, believ­ 
ing wl:at she asserted. 
The prisoner—I lifted no ax against this 
sister. 
_ 
Porter—H e did. 
There is his own sister, 
the only one who has stuck by him failhfnliy 
and honestly. She tells you honestly th at 
the first time she thought him insane was 
when he was 35 years of age. 
She says, “ I 
had no thought before th at he was not in his 
right mind.” 
G nitetu twisted uneasily, and with some 
nervousness and hesitation of sp.-ech called 
o u t: “ The prosecution are making a good 
deal ont of nnthine. 
They are just uring ev- 
dence altogether different from what Scoville 
intended. 
He never ought to have said any­ 
thing about it. I t just shows how little sense 
the Scovilles have got.” _ 
The witness who exhibited his bank-book 
to the jury to Bhow them that he had $3,000 
on deposit at home, was very ronghly handled 
by the speaker, as was Dr. North, and their 
credibility was shown to be more than dubi­ 
ous. 
At a quarter past 3 o'clock. Judge Porter 


not having concluded his argument, the Court 
adjourned until to-morrow. 
WITHIN SIXTY DATS. 


W a s h in g t o n , January 24:h.—Should the 
jury find Guiteau guilty he will probably 
hang within sixty days. 


A PERTINENT DECISION. 


N e w a r k (N . J.), January 24th.—In the 
Graves murder case, yesterday, the Judge 
charged the jury that it was a settled law in 
New Jersey that if the accused man had suffi­ 
cient mind to distinguish between right and 
wrong, and could control his conduct under 
ordinary circumstances, he could not acquit 
himself on the plea of irresistible impulse. 
Thereupon the jury brought in a verdict of 
murder in the first degree.
